Claim 18: 

Applicant would like to retain a broader method claim than claim 17. If the Examiner 
does not have any suggestions for adding a limitation to claim 18 to address his concerns 
regarding the breadth of claim 18, Applicant proposes to replace 18 with a method claim 
with similar limitations to claim 1 which the Examiner found allowable. 



A method in a networked computer system comprising an unsolicited message rejecting 
communications processor connected between message transfer agents MTA 0 and 
MTA_1, said method comprising: 

monitoring communications between MTA O and MTA l; 
determining if the communications contains a message that is unsolicited; and 
intercepting a Ar\n end-of-message indicator reply from MTA0, forcing MTA_0 
to QUIT its connection with the unsolicited message rejecting communications 
processor by 

sending an error reply to MTA_0 if the message is determined to be 
unsolicited; 

wherein the unsolicited message rejecting communications processor does not 
intercept communications between MTA0 and MTA l before a .\r\n end-of- 
message indicator reply from MTA 0 is received by the unsolicited message 
rejecting communications processor.
